REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

This application is a continuation of application Serial No. 10/025,157 (hereinafter the 
'157 application) and Serial No. 10/027,749 (hereinafter the *749 application). The claims in the 
' 1 57 application are identical to the claims in the '749 appUcation. Although later filed, the '749 
application was examined first by Examiner Le in Group Art Unit 2862. Examiner Le issued a 
three-way restriction requirement and mailed a rejection regarding a set of verbally elected 
claims. Soon thereafter, the '157 application was examined by Examiner Moskowitz in Group 
Art Unit 3663, and all the claims were allowed. However, the '157 appHcation was missing a 
drawing (Figure 5), and the art cited by Examiner Le did not precisely match the art cited by 
Examiner Moskowitz. 

Applicants thus file the current continuation in order to cite the non-duplicative art firom 
the '749 appUcation, to correct informalities regarding the specification and drawings, and to 
cancel fi-om consideration claims 1-19 and 30-37 (in favor of those same claims in the *749 
application). 

CONCLUSION
